A Short Sketch of His Life. 


Many years ago, towards UIB dose of the 


ast ceutury, on tlio outskirts of tho TLur- 
ngian forest, in the littlo village o! Over~ 
vveisshach dwelt a Gunnaij pastor with bis 
'aniily of children. 


He lost his gude-wife when his youngest, 


child was but a few months old, but she be- 
queathed to him, the latest born, all the 
wealth of her aitistic, dreamy, contempla- 
ive nature, and closing her eyes — turned 
her face to the wall — and slept. 


The little child so richly endowed, placed 


in a loveless, unloving atmosphere, de- 
prived 
of a mother's tender thoughtfu^ 


watchfulness, was nonrother than our great 
philosopher and reformer, Fiiedrich Froe- 
bcl. The loss of his mother he deeply felt, 
fur the father waa a cold, self-contained 
man, a conscientious pastor, who spent all 
of his time In looking after his flock, very 
possibly overlooking the needs and wants of 
his littk1 "flock at home, who were left most- 
ly in core of the servants. 


Tho house in which Friedrich spent his 


childhtol was small and gloomy ; closed in 
OH one side by his futhei's church, and on 
the other by a high rock with only a strip of 
blue sky visible, for there was no garden 
or playground ; and when the workmen 
were repairing the church, Frlediick, so 
tired of doing nothing, stood atthewindow, 
and 
watched with wistful eyes the work 


progress step by step until the whole thing 
seemed so simple and easy, he determined 
to build cue himself, but after carrying 
brick and stones, and working with all a 
child's fresh enlhusiam, the little structure 
fell, and this failure so hard to bear at 
present, aroused all the -instincliiie percep- 
tions of childish needs. In later years he 
could analyze these perceptions, so keenly 
felt at the time, and recognize one of the 
common 
manifestations of all children 


which is to build, and the necessity forv 
education (o direct the instinct into activity 
for a definite purpose by supplying the ma- 
terial anil guiding the play. 


Another event occurred in Friedrich's 


childhood which also seived to diivehim 
within the recesses of his contemp'ative na- 
ture, and expand inwardly by the loss of 
harmony in his outward life. 
His father 


brought home a new mother to his mother- 
less boys, and at first she kindly received 
Friedrich's affection, and even reciprocated 
it in a degree, but, as is the case with so 
many unprincipled women, when a child of 
her own came, instead of opening wider 
her mother-heart, and increasing in mater- 
nal love for every little helpless being, she 
ouly lavished the love of a narrow, con- 
tracted nature on her own child, and com- 
pletely shut out the little soul who stood by 
her knee so hungry for affection. 


Hearing bis father exbortand counsel his 


flock, many of whom were married, and 
had quarrelled, occasioned Froebel much 
perplexity to account for women being in 
the world, and most naturally judging wo- 
men by his step-mother, thought humanity 
would be much better off without these 
troublesome interlopers. His brother corn- 
Ing home about this time, ho showed him 
with childish delight a branch of hazel 
blossom and also opened bis heart to him, 
respecting his perplexities— -here his brother 
taught him the laws of nature in plants, 
flowers, and trees, and what perfect har 
mony exists in the natural world, and this, 
as it quieted him at the time, showing him 
the Divine law in nature, gave him after- 


wards much food for thought and a cow de- 
sire to find the hidden laws, which, if fol- 
lowed, would produce the same harmony 
in humanity. 


His life at home was getting more aud 


more unhappy in consequence of his being 
misunderstood and accused of faults lie 
never committed, and this naturally led him 
to conceal what he did, and so lie was grow- 
ing up cramped, restricted aud repressed, 
all that was really good in his nature, 
dwarfed. 


At this period his maternal uncle came 


on a visit, anil having much experience, 
saw how matters were, and invited Fried- 
rick to make his home with him. This ma- 
ternal uncle was a pastor also, aud he was 
a good man, for did he rfot live with his 
mother-in-law ? And what greater creden- 
tials can a man have ? 


Here Friedrich's life was happy, it was 


unrestrained and free, it was just the oppo- 
site o! what it had been at home; he was 
sent to school and spent many quiet hours 
in tha woods communing with nature, the 
outer conditions were favorable for tho de- 
velopment of the inner Ufa. 


Later he was sent to a forester's to learn 


woodcraft and geometry, as well as survey- 
ing, and spent much liino in botanizing; 
it was his desire to attend Hie University, 
but liis step mother used her influence with 
his father against it for she wished to econ- 
omize on Friedrich in order that her own 
child should not be neglected. 
During the 


time he spent at the forester's he was pre- 
paring himself for the life work that was to 
be his, not understanding the needs and 
longings of his soul aud not knowing he 
was fitting himself for the work that was 
coming to him. 


He had an opportunity of studying at 


Jena and then his father's health failing he 
was called home to nurse this unjust par- 
ent, but with a woman's sweet forgiveness 
this misjudged, neglected son hastened to 
his parent, yearning to be loved and under- 
stood, and lie had tbe satisfaction of being 
blessed by his father, whose eyes were 
opened to the beauty of his boy's character 
and loved him tenderly to the last. 


Froebel thought then of studying archi- 


tecture, and started for Fiankfort-on-the- 
Main, but here was the turning point ol 
his destiny, lie was induced to leach in the 
model school established by two pupils oi 
Pesstalozzi, aud found in teaching, his true 
element, he was happy. Naturally hearin 
much of Fesstalozzi.he resolved to visit him 
for his example had inspired him with mo- 
tives for self instruction long before he had 
come to Ftankfott, 


He found Pisstalozzi's method 
was to 


find what he called tbe " principle of the 
organic" and to bring education into har- 
mony with nature, but notwithstanding all 
Froebt'l's enthusiasm for this great man, 
his system struck him as incomplete, it 
seemed as if too much was given to the 
pupil and not enough elicited from him. 


He spent there two weeks, and then re- 


turned to his work, and although lie gave 
enLire satisfaction, he yet felt the need of 
;reat learning, and left the school to attend 
the university at Gottingen. Some time 
later he entered 
Pcsstalozzi's 
training 


school and gained many of his ideas con- 
cerning education, but which he modified, 
and enlarged, until they have reached their 
present stale of perfection, just fitting U:e 
needs otlllUe children. 


About this lime Napoleon was sending 


uis thundering messages into distant lands, 
and causing hearts to faint as they recog- 
nized the gigantic genius of this man that 
nothing was enabled to withstand. 
"To 


arms'1 the Prussian government cried, and 
Froobel although no Prussian, enlisted, for 
je felt tbe higher patriotism that would not 
allow him to stand idle when helpless 
countrymen were callin;; for protection of 
wives and firesides. 
While on the march 


he mot with his two life friends, Langetbal 
and Middendoilf, soon after the army dis- 
banded ihese friends met ngain at Berlin, 
where Froehel was pursuing his studies of 
natural science and was elected assistant 
director of the museu?ii. He spent much 
lime In the study of humanity as awholo, 
and in the history of human development, 
.his led him to the study of languages 
and all branches of natural science, he was 
still lilting himself for the work of an edu- 
cator, which aim he had yet in view. 


Langethal and Middendorff, who were 


both teachers, joined Frosbel, and estiib- 
ishetl a school at Keilhau, composed of 
three descendants of Martin Luther and 
JYoebel's brother's children. While in Bur- 
in Froebel met Fraulcin Hoffmeister, and 
as she'was interested in education, he was 
nterested in her, and when established in 
ils first school, wrote to her to ask if she 
would share his labors as his wife. She 
consented, and they lived veiy happily to- 
gether with the widow of his brother. 
A 


baler-daughter of Fraulein Hoffmeister fol- 
owed her, and shortly after married Mid- 
dendarfT. 


Leaving this school at Keilhau, Froebel 


with one assistant travelled to i'rankfoit, 
where they met the composer Schnydervon 
Wettersee, who giew so enthusiastic over 
their plans that he proceeded to help them. 
Now Schnydtr was agood man, andScbny- 
der was a generwus man, but they expected 
more than people generally do, for although 
36 loaned them the use of his chateau, his 
inen, his silver, and his library, a sense of 
disappointment crept over them because 
Schnyder did not want to mafee alterations 
of his chateau, or put up other buildings. 
So one evening as they were sitting in the 
lotel talking over their plans some strangers 
from the neighboring canton, at the next 
.able, overheard them, and became so much 
nterested, that they persuaded, them to es- 
tablish a school in their canton, pi o mi sine 
that twenty families would send their chil- 
dren. This opening seemed very desirable, 
aud they lost no time in establishing a 
school in the canton, but tbe Capuchian 
monks molested them, preaching against 
them, until serious results were threatened, 
unless something could be done to counter- 
act the effect of this teaching. 
Some one 


suggested a public exhibition of the school, 
which advice was acted upon with such 
favorable results, many influential men 
making speeches, in which were recognized 


the superior merits of the school, that the 
government interfered, and the troublesome 
monks banished from the canton. 


It was not In Prussia but in Switzerland 


that Fi'ocbel had his first training school 
and here in Burgdorf, where Pesstalozzi's 
school had flourished before he removed 
to TverJun, did Froebel turn his attention 
to the developemeut of little children; he 
had prepared his system as a whole, each 
gift was the logical result of a proceeding 
one, and only a part of a whole sys 
tern, 
and 
one 
day 
while revolving 


iu his miud what should be his stalling 
point, walking down the streets of Burg- 
dorf, lie saw some 
boys, playing bal 


in a meadow, and that determinea him, tbe 
balls should be the first gift. His wife's 
health failing in Switzerland, the 
doctors 


thought the climate did not agree with her 
so Froebel left the school, and when be 
visited tho nurseries and infant schools es- 
tablished at Berlin, under tbe patronage of 
Elizabeth, Crown-Priucess of Prussia, he 
found tlio training of children not based on 
the recognition of laws of childish develop- 
ment, and that the well being of the race 
could not be attained by a ono sidud culti- 
vation of the intellect. 


Although the Kindergarten hud already 


been established in Switzerland, and had 
been in progress some years, il was not un- 
til 1840, that Froebel christened his young- 
est child, as he called his latest production, 
(the mature thought of a mature mind.) 
He was one day walking with Langenllial 
and Mlddendorf, over a hill that surround- 
ed the picturesque little town of Blanhett 
burg, which lay nestling in a valley at his 
fee', that an estatic light shone in his eyes, 
as he exclaimed. "Eureka Kindergarten 
soil dein Namen scin !" 


It was on the anniversary of tiie discovery 


of the art of printing by Johannes Guten. 
berg, that Froebel gave a large exhibition 
of his several schools—it was an opportune 
time, several crown princes were present, 
and it was a great success. Froebel trav- 
elled after this lecturing at different places 
and the Kindergarten spread rapWIy every 
where over the country, but a 
mistake 


arising from some pamphlets which were 
supposed to contain certain Democratic 
views, written by Karl Froebel, the Prus- 
sian government attributed them to Fried- 
rich Froebel, and issued an order prohibit- 
ing the public kindeigartens 33 dangerous 
to the peace of the community, and even 
after the mistake was set right the govern, 
ment refused to reroke the repeal until 
1800, when It was too late for Fioebel to 
witness. 


This was Froebel's death blow, for al- 


though private kindergartens still flourished, 
be felt as if the Government bad cast oppro- 
brium upon his system, he never recovered 
from the shock of seeing his life work lay 
paralyzed at his feet. In vain his friends 
rallied around him, and every attention was 
bestowed upon him ; at one time he at- 
tended a College of Professors, and as he en- 
tered the entire assembly arose to their feet 
to testify the respect they had for this great 
nan. 


On the 21st of April, 1S52, he passed his 


seventieth birthday, surrounded by his lov- 
ing pupils, sweet tokens of loving remem- 
brance were showeied upon him fiom far 
and'near; speeches were made aud ad- 
dresses read by his pupils and friends, who 
tried to evince in some faint degree, the 1111. 
bounded respect they bad for Ibis great 
man; In the following June he closed his 
eyes on this world, end passed quietly 
away. 


So ended the lite of this great philosopher 


Froebel—the man who was capable of em- 
bodying the Ihought that has been recur- 
ring at different epochs in the histoiy of 
mankind—the thought that the immortal 
Plato expressed thousands of years ago in 
,he relation of the development of man from 
infancy ; but no one was able to futhom 
or intelligibly read his words until tbe solu- 
tion of the problem arose In the mighty 
brain of Friedrick Froebel.

3e passes a powerful current through a 
copper wire wound about the Infested vine, 
when both eggs and insccls are killed by 
the shock. 


—A foieign journal states that in a re- 


cent experiment thirty-seven cats belonging 
n tbe cily of Siege, Belgium, were taken 
in bags a long distance into tbe country. 
Tho animals were released at 2 o'clock iu 
the afternoon, and at 6.48 the same day, 
one of them reached its home. His feline 
companions arrived at Siege 
somewhat 


ater, but within twenty-four liotirs every 
one had reached its home. It is now pro- 
posed to substitute cats for carrier piseons, 
and to establish a regular system of cat 
communication between Siege aud 
the 


neighboring villages, 


—Marat, the notorious hero of the first 


French revolution, the same who met his 
deatli at the hands of Charlotte Corday, 
was the author of several important essays 
on electrical science, while Napoleon Bona- 
>arle on many occasions dabbled in scien- 
tific lore, and was the liberal patro n of men 
of science. 


—It is known that a great quantity of in- 


visible and finely-divided meteoric matter is 
loating in space. At tbe late meeting of 
tbe American Association, Prof. Pelrce ex- 
pressed the belief (hat the aggregate of this 
matter exceeds the mass of the visible ce- 
lestial objects.

Since, then, all know the truth— 
all kuow that it cannot do tins, all ought to 
act with loving aud benevolent spirit. Es- 
pecially all who receive this exhortation 
should keep iiom eating milk. The child- 
ren of those who cause their families to re- 
frain from eating milk, will be preserved 
to grow up; they also will thus lengthen 
out their own lives, aud will escape from 
evil in lime of fatal epidemics.

Mr. Stone, of Crawford, offered u 
amendment reaffirming the declaration 
the Convention of 1870 against a third term 
After debate Mr. Stone 
withdrew h 


amendmcnl, and Mr. strong, of Tloga, o 
fered another to substitute the name o 
Blainelbr that of Grant. 
The atnendmen 


was lost—yeas 05, nays 124. The orlgina 
resolution Instructing lh«Cbicago delegate 
for Grant was then adopted—yeas 133 
nays 113. John A. Lemon was nominate 
(or Auditor General, and JJenry Gieene fo 
Justice of Ihe Supreme Court. The listo 
delegates ;to tlie Chicago Convention wa 
reported and adopted.

After appointing a State 
Committee the Convention adjourned sine 
die. The number of delegates in the Chi- 
cago Convention from all tbe States will be 
154, making 878 votes necessary for a nom- 
ination. 


—The reports concerning the action of 


the Barrlsburg Convention in regard to the 
selection of a delegate fiom Bucks county 
to the National Republican Convention, 
nre conflicting. One repoit Is that George 
Lear baa been substituted for Caleb N. 
Taylor, and that the Convention refused to

JIAKKIAUK CEHOIOXIEM. 


Amongst the Tartar tribes Itio ceremonies 


of marriage are somowliat remarkable. It 
is usual to settle some kind of dower upon 
tlio bride. A marriage i ing is in uso; but 
it is not, as with us, placed on Ills bride's 
finger by tbc bridegroom, but is sent to her 
with considerable form, and presents aro 
Interchanged between thi: families. Among 
all ranks the bridegroom appears on his 
wedding day in tlie richest attire and orna- 
ments he can possibly obtain; as was also 
the custom among the Hebrews, whence 
the significance of the beautiful figure in 
which the Psalmist compares the rising sun 
to a brldogroom coming forth from his 
chamber in the morning of his marriage 
day ; hence, too, the prophet describes, not 
only the bride as adorning herself with her 
jewels, but the bridegroom also as decking 
"himself with ornaments." On his mar- 
riage day the bridegroom receives the must 
obsequious attention from all around him ; 
ana ho Is treated with all the consideration 
and deference which inferiors pay to supe- 
riors of high rank. All who conio to his 
presence ail below him ; oll'erings are 
brought to him by his relations, and these 
are received by his friends with much cere- 
mony, who on that day aot as bis servants. 
They protend to receive his commands as 
those of a monarch—to seize one person, to 
Una another, to flog a third. The joys in 
tho houso of the bride nru of a more quiet 
character. She is bathed, perfumed, and 
arrayed in the richest gaitncnts the family 
can afford. She also sits in state, ind, be- 
fore she leaves her own houso or tent, re- 
ceives presents from many of her friends. 
When this ceremony Is over, she is envel- 
oped in a scarlet veil or wrapper, and is 
then mounted on horseback, and conveyed 
to the dwelling of her husband, who re- 
ceives her on the threshold. On the rnprn- 
ing that the bride is to be taken to her Ims- 
bend, her friends assemble at the tent of 
tier father. If he be a chief or elder of a 
tribe, he is attended by nil the horsemen 
whoso attendance he can command. The 
party Ihen proceeds, accompanied by music 
an* dancing; aud if the place of her desti- 
nation bo near, a cuirctiitous route is inkcn, 
that the enjoyment of this part of the cere- 
mony may be prolonged. When they ap- 
pear In the distance the bridegroom mounts 
his horse, and atteoded by his friends, pro- 
ceeds to meet the cavalcade. Lie holds in 
his hand an apple or orange, and when he 
is sufficiently near to be certain of his aim, 
he throws it at the bride with considerable 
force. The bridegroom luu no sooner dis- 
charged the fruit than ho wheels his horse 
round and rides off at full speed to his own 
tent, pursued with great ardor by all tiie 
hoisemen of the bride's piirty, emulous to 
seize the fugitive bridesroom before he at- 
tains the goal; and he who succeeds in this 
object becomes entitled to li is horse, his sad- 
dle, 
and his clothes. T^iis, however, is 


only exacted when the party is wealthy ; for 
among the poorer classes 11 few pieces of 
silver aro paid, as a Hue, to the successful 
pursuer. JJul the bridegroom is very seldom 
taken; fer as it is a point of honor for him 
to escape, he is mounted on the fleetest 
horse the tribe can furnish, and his friends 
do all they can to favor his ictreat. An- 
other curious scene takes place when the 
bride readies tho tent which is lo be her fu- 
ture home; the women who have accom- 
panied her then gather round her, and im- 
plore her not lo alight; whilo tbc husband's 
relatives also crowd about her and be" that 
she will descend. 
This is Hie mninout of 


her power. Every male of the family into 
which she is about to enter brings her pres- 
ents, according to their ability, or to their 
regard lor the husband. They also solicit 


HOW THE RUSSIANS KEEP WAKST. 


Tho Russian have a great knack for mak- 


ing their winters pleasant. You feei noth- 
ing of the cold in those tightly-built bouses 
where all tho doors and windows are dou- 
ble, and where the rooms aro kept warm 
by big stoves hidden in the walls. There 
is no damp in a Russian house; and the in- 
mates may dress indoors in tho lightest of 
garbs, which contrast oddly with the mass 
of furs and wraps which they don wheu go- 
ing out. A Russian can afford to run no 
risks of exposure when he leaves his house' 
for a walk or drive. IIo covers his head 
aud ears with a fur bonnet, his feet and 
legs with felt boots lined with wool or fur, 
which are drawn on over the ordinary, boots 
and trousers, and reach up to the knees; 
be next cloaks himself in an ample top-coat 
with fur collar, lining and cull's; and he 
buries his hands in a pair of linger-less 
gloves of seal or bearskiu. Thus equipped, 
and the collar of his coat raised all round 
so that it inullles him up to the eyes, the 
Russian exposes only his nnse to the cfild 
air; and he takes care frequently to give 
that organ a little rub to keep the circula- 
tion going. A stranger, who is apt to for- 
get Unit precaution, would often get his 
nose frozen if it waic not lor the courtesy 
of the Russians, who will always warn him 
if they see his nose "whitening," and will, 
unbidden, help him chafe it. vigorously with 
snow. 


In Russian cities walking is just possible 


for men during winter, but hardly so for la- 
dios. The women of the lower order wear 
knee boots; thoso of the shop-keeping 
classes seldom venture out at all; those of 
the aristocracy go out iu sleighs. These 
cleighs are by no means pleasant vehicles 
for nervous people, for tho Kalmuck coach- 
rneu drive them at such a terrific pace that 
they fiequently capsize; but persons not 
destitute of pluck (ind their motion most 
enjoyable. 
It must be added that to be
